Columbia, whyry u l.iryc portion of the 
country i.s iims.'uIl'iI, :iinl tlio .^caltt;i-f<l 
pojjulatuiii IS iu:uiiiy iu;i(ir ul liuliiuia 
and Oliinesc, not to uiciitioii tlio wliitu 
m«n that occ;itjioii:iliy wiuit looking nfior. 
The work of a govornuiont police lu such 
apcoviuce as ours is timiiity deteutiv'c,uiid 
its constitution uiid training sliould iiave 
a special \ to tli;it end. llithertt) the 
force ha.i been ;i mere iioaiiuul one; but U 
ia probable that in future, in view of the 
large immigrution into and consei]ueiit 
eettloDieut of the diatrict portions of the 
country, it -will have to be eiilarged and 
remodelled! Although it may be neues- 
sary that the superintondent of the body 
should ro.-iide in VijUiriii, so as to be near 
the memb-::-:: oflhc i^'iiveinment, it la very 
advisable tliai it should ;il lea.'4l have a 
force at some cent nil [Hjii:; -Jt) the main 
land so that lie may sl.irt lil a rnonicni'a 
notice in any direutiiMi when its* services 
lire rei|Uiiod, for in all canes oi arre^itini; 
criminals prompt aciioii i.s the greate.'*t 
•loiiiellt ut Hucce.is, especially ill the ea.se.s 
of ludiutiS and Chiiuunon. The rtucce.'^s 
in the piist in the arrest of criminals has 
not been of u very striking nature, and 
certainly points to a now departure, ono 
of the Cr.st eoiiditioiii- ot which must bo 
trained detective ability from whatever 
aourco it may have to lie |ii'oeured. 'I'hi.s 
»• a matter which caiiiM: be h.'it toilie 
future with any safety, but should lie at 
tended to at once, and ulthout^b a nLin 
Strange to the country might labor 
under some disadvaiitiif^es at first, 
if ho had the nece^.-iury e.Kporienco and 
energy ho would auou overcome them 
with the aid ho could procure. Uur rela- 
tions vritli the Indian, owing to the wi.HO 
policy purhuod towards therfi, have alway.'* 
been of tho most friendly nature and the 
chiefs themselves have yenorally assi.ited 
in pruraotin-j the ends ui justice, and if 
they have Munietime.-i seemed u little tardy 
it mua*. ahvayb be remembered that the.se 
men have their own dillicultie.s and diplo- 
matic relatioiiH among rival tribe.s (•!

Takiii;,' tlui 
province us a wliole, the small nuuiljer of 
serious olTences committed in the pa.st has 
been very creditable, but new conditions 
which it is necessary to watch and pre- 
pare for are coMtinually being evolved, 
and it is far better to take time by the 
forelock than allow it to surprise tis when 
wo least exjieci it. It is for tliis reason, 
theireforo. we urj^e iIlu, tlie guvern- 
mont, police should become soinethiug 
more than a name, and should at lea.'jt 
constitute u nucleus which could be easi- 
ly extended as occasion might require. 
We all know about the ounce of preven- 
tion, and how its neglect often necessitates 
a good many pounds of euro. On the 
mainland at pre.sent there are several mis- 
chievous elomeuts, and iiniong them 
might be noted tho large number of Chi- 
nese out of employment. There have 
also been criinea coiamitted, of which the 
perpetrator.-* liiivo either escaped or, if 
tried, the evidi'iice baa failed to convict 
them, ua in the case of the Ghiuese maa- 
eacro.

Special Oonatablo Ogilvio, sworn .stilted: 
He called uijoii Emily, a Fort Rupert In- 
dir.i), about a nhawl that lie aurj|.ioetud an 
Indian woman of stealing; ihe prisoners 
were present iu the room; when he ieft 
heaskod Pescaro for his stick, but when 
he got hold of it prisoner wrenched it from 
him, and .lim then .struck him a severe 
blow 1)11 the forehead, and tho blood 
trickled down and bliiideil him; lie did 
not know if PcHcaro striii^k bun or nut, 
but was positive that tho Indian Jim put 
on a jumper, and that he was thu man 
who assaulted him in Cormorant street ;

rnmBSTICATING TXEE U0W8E 
PASS. 

ITIr. NciKon and Party Kuve a 
Uou(;li experience. 

Mr. Noilson and party of eleven mon 

from tho Howso Pass, arrived in town on 
Thursday night. They had been engaged 
in the pass f:iv the last throo months, 
runniii;; preliminary lines west from the 
Low River Summit to the Blaborry Sum- 
mit, a distance of nearly thirty-threa 
miles. For three days prior to the oom- 
pletion of tho work, the men were work- 
ing in snow five feet in depth. On Mon- 
day, Doc. 3, tho work was Snishod, and 
the party stariod "homeward bound," 
reaching Bow River Summit after sis 
days' tramp. No snow was encountered 
from about four miles oast of tho Bla- 
berry until a point about eight miles west 
of the Bow River was reached. Hero 
snov.' to the depth of throe foot had fallen. 
From this time tho endurance of tho men 
was tested to tho utmost, and to add to 
their dismay, their stock of provisions was 
very low. Indeed, so reduced had their 
supplies become, rations were dealt out 
very sparingly. During the breaking of 
the road, Mr. Neilson, both in word and 
act, inspired his mon with hopo and cour- 
age. There waa only ono shovel in the 
outtit, and this was rarely out of Mr. 
Neilson's hands. After two days' tramp- 
ing through snow from three to five feet 
deep, the uutcoming party were met by 
the party with eigj^t- tobogeans loaded 
with provisions. Some of Sir. Neilson'a 
men took tho raw beef and de- 
voured it with a relish. On Sunday the 
whole party, now numbering twenty-nine 
men, turned out to break tho trail, and 
succeeded in making about one mile and 
a half, and discovered that about the 
samo distance would bring them to Wal- 
ton's pack train, which had been sent 
out to moot thoni. Tho next day waa 
spent by the pack train breaking about 
half ihe distance towards tho men, when 
it was given up and tho train turned 
back. The survey party meanwhile broke 
trail about three-quarters of a mile, 
and found thomaelvos on Glacier Lake, 
is'horo there was good travelling, 
ind auccoodcd in reaching tho river, 
where teams wore waiting to convey them 
to Walton's camp, where they arrived on 
Monday night about dark. Next day the 
men walked to End of Track where thoy 
embarked for Calgary. — Calgary Herald,
